UTMB Biology Professor Is 
Researching Century Plant 


Dr. James M. Moore, chair¬ 
man of the Biological Scien¬ 
ces Department, is continuing 
research on the century plant 
which he began a number of 
years ago when he was earn¬ 
ing his doctor's degree. 

He stated that the research 
he is doing is probably the 
first of this type which has 
been done at U-T Martin in 
its history. 

The century plant, of which 
known as the magney plant, is 
member of the amorjllis 
family. This plant has gray- 
green leaves, six to seven feel 
in length, and a flowering 
stalk which often reaches tree 
height and bears at the top 
an open branching cluster of 
yellowish funnel-shaped flow¬ 
ers. 

The Century plant, of which 
there are about 150 species, is 
native to Mexico and is found 
in great abundance i n the 
southwestern states. 

The Mexicans use some spe¬ 
cies to make pulque and mes¬ 
cal which are two of the na¬ 
tional alcoholic beverages. 
The leaf fibers are used in 
making strong textile mater¬ 
ials and rope. 

Dr. Moore stated that the 
research which he is doing 
has to do with the develop¬ 
mental changes which the 
growing point, or shoot apex, 
undergoes from the plant 
seed to maturity and of the 
buds to adult maturity. 

Ho said that he plans to 
trace the development of 
this little known structure in 
the Agave. Yucca, and possi¬ 
bly other genera of the Deil- 
aedes and certain other woody 
plants. Dr. Moore added that 
this research will take a num¬ 
ber of years. 

He pointed out that there 
are several aspects to the re¬ 
search which he is doing. In 
one phase of the wort ho dis¬ 
sects the shoot apex out of 
the adult plant. It is then em¬ 
bedded in paraffin, sectioned, 
.strained, placed on a slide and 


photographed under a micro¬ 
scope. 

In another aspect of his 
work. Dr. Moore stated that 
he plants the seeds and then 
as they come up he removes 
them as various ages to deter¬ 
mine their growth. 

He added that in doing this 
research there are many sep¬ 
arate operations and interpe- 
tations of what has happened 
in the growth of the plants. 

Dr. Moore said that his 
work is very absorbing and 
that there is “always keen an¬ 


ticipation of what 
are going to look 
they will show 
they will. There is 
chance you will seo 
thing which nobody 
ever seen.”
